Summer gave your hair 
plenty of sun and vitamins but 
if you bathed frequently in salt 
water or dashed about barehead- 
ed it probably drained away most 
of the natural oils and left your 
hair brittle and dry.

Do this even 
though you need to pse a waving 
lotion afterward. If you need a 
waving lotion, apply it only to 
the surface layer of hair and 
dampen the rest before inserting 
wavers or curlers.

ANNOYS GUESTS

O ONE ever talks about free- 
dom of expression for the 
parent. No one, apparently seems 
to care whether he has individu- 
ality or whether he preserves it. 
The irony of 
this state of 
affairs is that 
in. most cases 
the parent 
htmself 
seems to care 
least of all. 
He is happily 
unaware. And 
if this indif- 
ference to his 
i ndividuality 
did not have 
a damaging 
effect upon 
his children, 
the matter would not be worthy 
ot mention here, 
; Wrong Kind of Attention 
The wise parent is he, or she, 
who understands that his chil- 
cven may not be as interesting

to others as to nimself. He 
doesn't impose upon his friends, 
nor does he impose upon -his 


cnildren, when there 1s company. 
He realizes that a child cannot 
be expectéti to have company 
manners if the parents them- 
selves haven't. He realizes that 
his first duty is toward his 
guests’ comfort, and toward this 
end he invites or demands, if 
necessary, his children’s coope- 
ation. 

A child hangs around in adult 
society because he gets the 
attention he likes. Either we 
make puppets of them to supply 
entertainment for our guests 
while we shine in refic*ted glory 
or we talk about thein in their 
Presence. When a parent enter- 
tuins, he should expect courtesy 
toward his guests from his off- 
spring. He should expect them 
also to seek the society of other 
children, and to play us children 
If adult attention is not directed 
toward them, they will. 

In Fairness to Friends 

It is well nigh impossible to 
carry on a conversation with a 
parent whose children are pres- 
het, Let us suppose you are 
confiding something which af- 
fects you deeply. You are well 
into your story, when you hear 
her say, “Pull up your socks. 
dear.” You flounder. or stop 
talking or change the subject. 
That is, you try. “Go on with 
your story—I’m listening.” says 
your friend. But even while she 
“iistens,” her attention. you no- 
tice, starys to the children. 

Parents cannot afford to treat 
their friends like this. If they 
find that having children pres- 
ent takes their attention from 
the guest, they must. get rid of 
the children temporarily.

For Today

“Honest” John Burns— 
First Trade Unionist 
Cabinet Member 


6¢LJONEST” JOHN BURNS, 
othe first trade unionist to 

in a British Cabinet is now 
an old man. In 1906 when he be- 
came a member of the Cabinet 
of Sir Henry Campbdell-Banner- 
man, most of his collegues were 
aristocrats and not Commoners 
like him. Today aristocrats in 
high places of British govern- 
ment are slowly being replaced 
by representatives of the work- 
ing classes. True, aristocrats are 
\till mighty powerful, but a new 
foverning class is emerging 
which heretofore was satisfied to 
leave the responsibility of gov- 
ernment to others. It is as nec- 
essary for a twentieth century 
Prime Minister to include a trade 
unionist in his cabinet as it was 
for an, eighteenth century Prime 
Minister to include the Duke of 
Newcastle or some other noble- 
man among his ministers. 

England has few more color- 
ful figures than “Honest” John 
Burns. He was born in London 
in poverty and years later after 
having worked in a candle fac- 
tery for a few pennies a week 
and served an apprenticeship 
with an engineering firm, he 
stood near the House of Parlia-. 
ment with his mother. “I will be 
in there some day,” he told her 
simply, “if I have health and 
strength, no mother shall have 
to work as you have and no child 
shall do in life what I have had 
to do.” 

It was a promise he never for- 
got. When he was_ nineteen, 
“Honest” John went to Africa to 
seek his fortune. i! is related 
that on one occasion he leaped 
into the Niger River, which was 
infested with sharks, and rescued 
a friend. Later he lived with the 
Arabs and finally in 1882 after 
a jaunt around the world he re- 
turned home to England. While 
in Africa he found an old copy 
of Adam Smith’s, “Wealth of 
Nations” which turned his 
thoughts towards Socialism. He 
then became a soap-box orator, 
lost his job with the aforemen- 
tioned engineering firm, as a re- 
sult, during the riots of 1886 was 
sent to jail for six months. 

Upon emerging he directed 
and helped to win the famous 
strike of dock workers and was 
subsequently elected to the House 
of Commons, where he insisted 
no man should be allowed to 
ear) more than $2,500 a year. 
Later, when he accepted a $10,000 
a year cabinet post he was ac- 
cused of selling his principles. 


AV..4G been born in the 
siums, ‘“Honest™ John's 


eteatest efforts were directed in 
remedying conditions in slum 
districts. His door was always 
open to the poor and more often 
than not closed to the rich, re- 
gardless of political influence. A 
Belfast commission agent once 
wrote him offering him $260 if 
he would recommend his ap- 
pointment as income tax collect- 
or. Burns wrote in reply: “You 
are an unscrupulous scoundrel: 
Your villainy is only accentuated 
by your contemptible hypocrisy. 
You can consider yourself for- 
tunate you are not within reach 
of my boot.” 

Another time, a member of 
Parliament from Ireland, sought 
to have Burns entreat ta.e Prince 
of Wales to smoke an Ir.sh cigar 
in order to stimulate sales. Burns 
refused and said: “My duty is to 
protect his royal highness from 
assassination.” eh 

-Outspoken, frank perhaps to a 
fault, ‘‘Honest” John spare no 
one. Onee he was asked to join 
a club to which several of his 
cabinet colleagues belonged, 
Burns asked what diversions the 
club offered. He was told the 
members drank, smoked and 
were friendly with one another. 
Burns replied: “I don’t smoke, 
I don't drink, and I’m mighty 
poor company.” 

In 1914 when war clouds were 
scttling over Europe, the late Sir 
Edward Grey, then Britain’s 
foreign secretary, stood before a 
hurriedly called cabinct meeting. 
He outlined the situation and 
declared the nation had to pre- 
vent the German ficet fron; 
proceeding down the chanel ic 
bombard French ports. None of 
those present utterei «a sound, 
but suddenly “Ifonest” John 
arose. “This means war.” he 
said, “and I must resign from 
the cabinet.” After 2 few mere 
words of farewell, h¢ walked out 
of the government and cut of 
public life never to return. His 
action was never explained. He 
was not a pacifist. made no 
speeches against conscriptiou or 
recruiting and always wa, 
friendly with solc:ers and offi- 
cers.
